ZABEL WAS PIONEER 


How a shipwreck off the Falkland Islands pre- 


vented Carl Julius Zabel, a pioneer of Oakland who 
died recently, from: being a 49'er is told by relatives 
who know that the distinction was one which Zabel 
would have given much to have attained. 
As It 


was ho came to California in the early 5OB, His life 
was of unusual Interest. 


Zabel was born in Germany In IS32. He left that 


country when he was 9 years old and went to New 
York. 
When older he circled the entire globe and 


returned to tho eastern states. When the stories of 
the discovery of gold in California reached him, he 
startedVon an American steamship for the Pacific 
Coast by way of Cape Horn. Tho ship was wrecked, 
off the Falkland Islands and ho and his companions 
sustained H'fe for several months on the eggs and 
birds the islands afforded. 
When a British ship 


hove in sight they were taken aboard and were 
brought to California via Honolulu In the early 60s. 


For a number of years he prospected and mined In 


many of the famous mines in Calaveras, Alpine, 
Amador, El Dorado and other 
counties. 
Seized 


again with the wanderlust, he left California to go 
as far as St. Petersburg, now Petrograd. He then 
returned to Alpine county where he remained a 
short time and then 
came to Oakland in 1886, 


where he opened a meat market. He build the first 
brick building here, a structure which was somewhat 
demolished in a great earthquake in 1868. He re- 
built It and today It still stands an old landmark on 
the corner of Fourth and Broadway. 
Cattle which 


he owned pastured under oak trees where the city 
hall now stands. 
On the corner where Fourteenth 


and Broadway Is he staked his horses. In the early 
70s an entire block, between Broadway and Wash- 
ington and Ninth and Tenth streets was offered.htm 
for $700. He turned It down. 


Zabel's cattle also grazed in the "field" where-the 


courthouse now stands. One day he had the money 
in his pocket ready to pay for this field which he 
only wanted for its convenience to his market. 
As 


it happened a man came alone with a herd of cattle 
for sale and Zabel concluded the cattle were more 
valuable than the land and made a deal. 
He accu- 


mulated a small fortune in tho neighborhood of five 
or six years. 
Ho witnessed the construction and 


operation of the first horse cars, the first large loco- 
motive, and the first decent passenger steamers that 
crossed the bay. 
His children attended the first 


public schools.

For this high 
cost of living business Is like a dragon. It eats .up 
your money unless you know how to fight 
the 


dragon.i The way to fight It. is to eat foods that are 
Inexpensive and also nourishing. Rice la fine. It Is 
cheap. Eat plenty of rice.

I cook my own food; I always Imagine-it has a 


better flavor. In my apartment just off Central Park 
West, I have some delightful parties entertaining my 
American theatrical friends. We have a mixed bill 
of 
fare—American 
dishes 
sandwiched 
in 
with 


Chinese delicacies. Many of them have asked me for 
recipes of the dishes I cook, and they are surprised 
-when they find they are so simple. Frequently they 
come in the kitchen and watch me make them. 


You have no idea how; '.n?'any first-class America* 


tables have, always, one.Chinese dish served. I have 
been'Invited to houses time and again to sample their 
cooking and found'that the imitation was perfect. 


Now take a dish that the Chinese call Tang Gou 


Tsnan Wan Tzu. Chop fine cold mutton, enough to 
make a half dozen meat cakes; season well and form 
Into cakes. Roll each cake in a cabbage leaf: ia,v 
i them In a casserole that has been smeared with fresh 
lard, cover with a good meat broth and cook until 
the cabbage is done. This is inexpensive. 


Boo Loo Gai (Pineapple Chicken). Wash and 


singe a fresh chicken; cut' off the flesh in well-shaped 
pieces, throwing the bones into the soup .pot. Fry 
the piece's of chicken to a delicate brown in sweet ' 
lard. When done, add one tablespoonful of "says" 
(which is the Chinese Worcestershire sauce), one 
can of grated pineapple, and when all is heated 
thicken with the water chestnut flour and serve with 
rice. Somewhat expensive, but very appetizing. 


These dishes are very simple, and when eaten in 


splendid. Now take Chow Main, which is a popular 
and inexpensive Chinese dish. Here It is: Into one 
quart or peanut oil put a,quarter pound of noodles;

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cut tho cnkcs round, decorate tho tops of each with 
a half almond and bake Cor un hour. 


And remember, bofoi-o T forgot to toll you, that all 


of the lusrodlonts called for In these dishes can bo 
bought at any Chinese Ki'ocory or market. I have 
sent these recipes to many of my friomls, nil of 
whom have written' their thanks. 


DISH FOH DTCWEY. 


When I was attached to the personal staff of tho 


late Admiral Dowey on board tho Olympln, ho ono 
time asked mo to make him a renl Chinese dish, ono 
that would suit his boiled dinner tastes, I did and '.10 
told mo It pleased him very much, ire (inked mo 
what I called it and I told him tho Chinese namo for 
it was Ynt Ko Main. Hero it is—an Inexpensive dish: 


To ono quart of boiling boot stock add two sliced 


onions, a win all bunch of diced colory and a quarter 
of a pound of finely minced ham. 
noil a quarter of 


a pound noodles In clear water for ton minutes; drain 
and soak In cold water. When tho soup is done, udd 
a teaspoonful of "soyo" and tho noodles. Roil up 
onco and serve. 


Of course, In China v-o.have our special dishes 


that never becomo local in America—such as bird's 
nest soup, shark's fins, drlqd duck, sugared fish, 
salted shrimp, mustard vegetable greens, sweet-sour 
onions and bean curd. There Is little demand for 
them over hero. Tho two" most expensive Chinese 
soups aro lotus-seed broth and bird's nost soup. To 
serve tho latter soup at Delmonlco's or Sherry's 
would cost over a dollar a plato. 


The nests arc made by a sea bird in Southern 


China from a delicate sea moss and a gelatinous 
substance that the bird expectorates, much as the 
.bee makes the comb for hpney. 
Then the bird 


fastens the nest to almost inaccessible cliffs, where 
tho difficulty of getting It adds to tho cost. The nost 
comes hero dried and need forty-eight hours of soak-

ing before they can bo cooked. They cost a dollar

mid a half apiece, and half of one is generally addtid 
to a pliUo of clear soup for special occasions. Don't .11, 
fool with them unless you are rich. 


Noodles and rice are two staple articles of Chlnesa ; 


dial, but both should be cooked in a manner to pre- 
serve their best qualities. Noodles are> always fried 
; 


in peanut oil. Ono quart of oil will fry a, quarter of a 
pound at once; it takes only -a minute or two to fry 
them crisp, and then they aro set aside to drain un- 
til tho rest of the dish is ready. In cooking rice, two 
ways aro employed. One is to drop tho rice, after 
careful washing, Jlttlo by little Into boiling water, boil 
fifteen minutes, then' sot back to dry out until need- 
ed. Tho other is to a<!d a cupful of well-washed rlca 
to onn and a quarter cupfuls of cold water, boil 
tvyomy minutes, then sot back to dry off. 


If 1 havo added to the store of culinary knowledge 


of my reader;! T am gratified. I have had tho pleas- 
ure of an Indorsement of my cooking: from such,i31«- 
tlngulslie'd rltlcs as Francis X. Bushman, Beverly 
Rayno, Director William Christy Cabanhe, Mabel 
Tullnfcrro, Orrln Johnson nnd others. In one seen* 
In "The Great Secret," In order to add realism, Di- 
rector Cabanne asked me to cook a real Chinese dish 
and have it served at ono of the banquet scenes. Thl» 
I did, and nil day I was swamped with requests for 
the recipe. 


Another thing I forgot to mention, and that Is that 


In China they begin the dinner In reverse to th^ 
American habit. They begin with desert first and 
finish with soup. So it is not a question of .from 
"soup to nuts" with them, hut from "nuts to soup." 


One thing- more: The high cost of living doesn't 


bother the Chinese. They don't have "middlemen" 
there, and 't a grocer charges too much he Is liable 
to have a wooden wheel tied around his neck, or,to . 
lose said neck, and his head with It. 
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ingredients and serving on noodles in the same way. 


I suppose the best known of Chinese dishes Is 


chop suey. At least, it is served *n every. Chinese 
restaurant in this country. Originally it was not a. 
Chinese' dish at all, but was invented in, San Fran- 
cisco. However, it has'found its way into China and 


fry crins and drain. Fry., qhe'pound, of pork diced 
long ago been adopted: The best way to make 


and a half pound of diced veal, a half pound of finely 
sliced mushrooms, three stocks of shredded celery, 
a tablespoonful of "soyes;" twelve water chestnuts 
finely sliced, one minced•- onion.- -Cook,, all' fifteen 
minutes and serve on a bed--of 'noodles. "* Chicken 
chow main is made the same way, using a little bit of 
pork with the chicken, instead of the veal. Lobster 
chow main is made by sauteing finely, cut boiled 
lobster 'in a little chicken fat, then adding the other 


chicken chop suey is as follows: 


Fry the chicken as for pineapple chicken, only 


cooking- it in chicken fat. Add one pound of fresh 
mushrooms cut small, a half bunch of finely cohp- 
ped celery, twelve water chestnuts pared and sliced, 
two thinly sliced onions, a half can of bamboo 
sprouts. -Cook five minutes more, then add a table- 
spoonful of "soyo"; pepper to taste. Cook five min- 
utes more, then servle -with rice. Duck chop suey Is 


made in the same way. 
These forms of chop suey 


are rather expensive, but beef may be substituted 
for chicken, and then they are cheap. 


Omelets are very popular with the Chinese, and 


they fill them with vegetables and fish mixtures and 
fine minced preserved fruits flavored with ginger. 
One that is called Foo Young Dan is a four-egged 
omelet filled before turning with a half cup of minced 
ham and a half cup of onions that have been deli- 
cately fried ni sweet lard, i .

which are made round- and are popular at festival 
time-you mix tv)o cups of rica flour with one and a 
half cups of powdered sugar; add a half cup of 
almond oil, a quarter cup of blanched almonds 
chopped and moisten with beaten eggs.

In truth, it is 
the tabloid history—the hey-dey and the exodus-^-of 
Ypres, one of the wonder cities of the war. 


Onco larger than Columbus, O., or Denver, or Kan- 


sas City, Ypres has dwindled to absolute zero. Of 
the thousands who once lived in Arras, a few hun- 
dred still remain. So It Is with Rhelms, Solssons and 
Pont-a-Mousson.' But In Ypres, of all the mighty 
throng who used to laugh and love, and work at their 
dally occupations' and sit by tho fire at night a\fter 
tho babies were snug in bed, not a solitary ono Is left. 


Streets aro but littered valleys between hilts of. 


pulverized houseu and homes. Places of worship, 
ancient structures which lovers of the beautiful came 
round the world to see, alike with th& ragpicker's 
hovel, are merely ugly snagglos on a plain. 


Over the debris of the magnificent city that was 


hovers the great silence of the firing line. No single 
human note disturbs It; only the war utters sound. 
As one stands motionless amid tho ruins the stillness, 
at moments, is as complete as a night in a desert. 
Then thero is a Joud bang; a German sholj has de- 
tonated over to the right, a rising balloon-shaped 
cloud of black smoke marking where It fell. Silence, 
another crush, this time to the rear. Silence. From 
the cast comes n. chord or two of machine-gun 
music, then deep silence again. A solitary ping to tho 
northward tolls that a sniper's bullet has gone after 
somebody, and a series of dcfeanlng screams over- 
head signnl the passage of a flock of British shells in 
retali.-ition for the German "hate" which hart Just 
been fired into tho town. And so goes the day, with 
occasional aeroplane duels among the clouds to break 
the monotony; a day of great noifrcs and great 
silences, but without over a human sound. Such is 
Ypres. 


Yprofl, on the llttlo Yperloss river, north of Llllo 


and a few miles insldo' tho Belgian boundary, tho 
guidebook says, was onco tho capital of West Flanders. 


As far back as 1073, almost a thousand years ago, it 
was famous throughout the world for its cloth in- 
dustry, and 200 years later Us population is said to 
have bee'n above 200,000. It was one of the busiest 
cities on the. globs. 


Along about this time the world-famous "Cloth 


Hall" was begun, though It .took them 104 years to 
complete It. Of wonderful early Gothic style, with 
graceful corner turrets, 400-foot facades and sky- 
scraping square belfry. It was to be the Joy of artists 
for three-quarters of a century to come. 


Also the Cathedral of St. Martin's rose In this busy 


city of Ypres, and St. Peter's and St. Jacques'. It be- 
came ono of the show places of Europe. 


Ypres had tapped the rise. Now began her fall. 


There were revolutions, plagues, selgcs, takings and 
retaklngs, burnings, sackings and things direr still as 
the Flemish capital went Us way, dwindling down 
through those ages which wero barbarous and bad. 
August, 1914, found her with 17,400 inhabitants, sole 
heirs to the 200,000, but very proud of their "Cloth 
Hall," cathedral, churches and all the wonderful old 
city with its strange, history. 


On. November 2, the Kaiser Kt-alcd the doom of 


Ypres. She stood In his road to tho sea and he or- 
dered his troops to take her at all costs. So began 
the first battle of Ypres. By November 12 It was 
over and the British had won. The Germans had 
pressed forward to the north of tho city, and to tho 
south of It, forming what Is known to thi.s Any :is 
"tho salient," regardless of all other salients in the 
line, but Ypres, in tho middle of the half-circle, bat- 
tered and mauled, still belonged to the Kngllsh. 


Tho second battle of Ypres began April 22. Here, 


and on this date, the Germans first, used poison gas. 
Taking tho Canadians and French absolutely by sur- 
prise, they turned loose- upon them a cloud of tho 
yellow-green vapor; then, in the wake of the death- 
dealing fog, they charged. Ypres and tho salient 
seemed lost. Gassed, outnumbered, the French troops 
on their flank stricken, the Canadians fell back, 
wavered, rallied, held. Then, with a rush which u 
flerco anger made Irresistible, they counter-attacked 
the nlr-polsoners nnd threw them back from the old 
capital. They saved Ypres, won a great, place In his- 
tory and tho thanks of Canada and the king. 


To the-northward of the smenr of Ypres, near the 


ruin which wan a jail, is a clear space where rank 
weeds have nothing to interfere with them save Ger- 
man shells and poison gas. This spaco was onco a 
park. It was called "Tho Plain of Love." Hero, bo- 
tforo tho war, children used to play In tho aand and 


babies in buggies cooed and babbled over th« marvel 
of their own toes while nurses crocheted at their 
slcleB. Here lovers and sweethearts spooned. 


It was on this field that I saw the lone remaining 


inhabitant of Ypres, the glngercake colored dog, as 
he cautiously picked his way around, the rain-filled 
craters.

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PERILS OF MARKET STREET MAY 
TORCH CROSS SUBWAY SYSTEM 


SENATOR MCDONALD PLANNED TO 


PASS TRICK BILL FOR CROOKS 


AN FRANCISCO, April 2.S.— 
Crossing Market street is be- 
coming more nnd more a serious 
matter. 
Elderly people 
nnd 


women arc palpably disinclined 
to make Uic attempt. Most of 
the crossing by llie.se classes of 
pedestrians is done under po- 
lice convoy; hut policemen arc 
not always available, and oven 
when they are it is not an ideal 
condition that necessitates such 


protection. .South of Market street is not rebuilding 
commensurate with its former status, and that it is not 
keeping np wilh the regions north of (lint thoroughfare 
is frankly declared lo he due to this disinclination to 
cross. The proposition of subways lias been many times 
proposed and now seems to bo making some headway. 
The methods suggested for getting from one side (o tho 
other have been co-ordinated, and a definite plan out- 
lined. It embraces four subways—respectively at Mont- 
gomery, Post nnd Now Montgomery; at Kearny, Geary 
nnd Third; at Stockton and Fourth, and at Powell and 
Fifth. This it: is thought would answer for the present; 
hut above Van Ness avenue nre to be four (racks, and 
in time the same problem will have lo be met there.. 
This double tracking of Market street, by the way, was 
no( approved of by some of the members of the Board 
of Supervisors. They would have liked (o respect tiie 
protest of properly owners and business men, and to 
have saved the money that is being expended in tearing 
up the street nnd barricading it with additional tracks. 
They say (here was no necessity of this; that trackage 
arrangement could have been made with the United 
Hail roads. Hut high horses had been mounted and had 
(o be ridden. The people had to be impressed. And 
those who felt (hat the extra tracks were unnecessary, 
and that resulting traffic is not likely to justify even'u 
trackage agreement, have such respect for the people 
who always vote that they were not disposed to back 
up their convictions with overt opposition. The United 
Railroads Company has itself to blame in a measure 
for this unnecessary street defacement and outlay. The 
corporation did not propose terms till a court decision 
left it no further ground to stand out on. . 
Stanford's Great Ranch 


The decision of the trustees of Stanford university 


(o concentrate their resources at Palo Alto to the ex- 
tent that is possible has attracted unusual attention. 
Agriculturists, 
horticulturists, 
viueynrdist.s, 
stock 


raisers and real estate operators have, keen particularly 
interested, and educators have naturally taken ac- 
count. 
The college possessions 
at Palo Alto are 


princely in extent and of enormous value, but the 
greater real estate holding is in Butte county. The - 
Vina ranch consists of some 68,000 acres. 
At the 


outset it was Senator Stanford's plan to devote this 
mighty domain to vine raising, and from this it took 
its name. There were a great many years in which 
viticulture did not pay. Whether it has ever paid com- 
men'surately may be a question; but in the dark days of 
the university, when notwithstanding its empires of 
laud it was pinched for ready money, the Vina .ranch 
was a source of expense instead of income. Some three 
years ago it .is understood the trustees decided to 
change the character of the products from vines to 
alfalfa and stock. There is said to be one of the finest 
herds of Holsteins on the place that the country af- 
fords. There is to be a sale from this herd on the 5th, 
(Jth and 7th of June. 
It is understood to be the pur- 


pose to subdivide the great holding, or dispose of it 
i'i odier ways that may best meet the exigency of such 
a vast proposition. 
The residents of the region in 


which this great ranch is located are unreservedly 
jubilant that it is to be cut up. This is the comment: 
ol a local paper: ''It is regrettable that the. holdings 
of the university in Bnttc county have not been a force 
for the development: of the community. 
There has 


been no attempt at colonization of the extensive Stan- 
ford holdings, nor until the last few years has there 
been any attempt at their cultivation. The disposal of 
these lands will mean their settlement and cultivation. 
The property will become subject to taxation, and both 
this county and the university will be benefit!ed by

Long-Felt Want Supplied 


An omission that has caused much comment anum"o 


residents and commuters, and has been a continual 
source of astonishment to tourists and travelers, is 
J-.IAV to be supplied. This is an eating place in the ferry 
building. In no other terminal in the United States at 
all comparable with San Francisco's is such an in- 
stitution lacking. The ferry building is the place where 
most of the visitors to this city are landed and whence 
ihcy depart, and besides is the rallying point for thous- 
ands of others from very early morning t i l l very late 
at night; yet until now no attempt has been made to 
feed this mighty contingent, that must at times be 
hungry. The traveler on his way, or the sojourner 
otherwise, if he desired nourishment: has had to brave 
the perils of East .street in a considerable hike to the 
oyster and chop houses on the other side of that con- 
gested thoroughfare. 
Doubtless many, realizing the 


chances that would have to be taken in such a drive, 
have concluded that it was preferable to withstand the 
yearnings of hunger, and have remained on safe terri- 
tory. This need not be the case after the eating house 
shall have been opened. A vcr3' large and very com- 
plete r&staurnnt is being fitted up by 1he Van Noy 
Interstate Company. It is to occupy a part of the 
f.inner baggage room. The Van Noy concern makes a 
specialty of station purveying and train huckstering, 


operating over western railroads, with headquarters in 
St. Louis. The Van Noy Company, by the way, is the 
successor on (he Sou (hunt Pacific lines of the Drown 
News Company, which was the successor of Eli Denni- 
son, the first news find peanut concessionaire on this 
line, and for years prominent in state politics and a 
considerable personage in general affairs. 
The Haggin Estate 


Wliilc H was generally understood tliat the late J. D, 


llaggin AV as possessed of great wealth, even an approx- 
imation of his estate was not known until the filing 
of the report of the appraisers as to (hut portion within 
the Stale of New York and taxable there. This was 
returned of. the value of §20,014,761. Hut in addition 
he owned valuable realty elsewhere. The Elmcndorf 
stock farm in Kentucky, consisting of 8000 acres, is 
said to be the finest equipped breeding farm in the 
United Stages. It is referred to as worth "more than 
§2,000,000," and doubtless it is worth a good deal more. 
The livestock on it is listed at §470,339. Then there is 
a farm at "\Vatsonin, Ala., of great dimensions and 
value, and some very valuable property at Newport. 
Doubtless there are other large holdings in other 
States. 
Probably in California are large real estate 


possessions. The only references to holdings here are 
lo (hose which have been incorporated. There are 50,- 
000 shares in the Kern County Land Company, valued 
at §15,750,000; stock in the California Market Company 
valued at §121,489; in the City Laud Company of Cali- 
fornia valued at §12(5,850; in the San: Joaquin Land & 
Power Company valued at §312,500', and 'in the San 
Luis Mining Company valued at 5112,500. The' Haggin 
interest in the great Homestake mine-was valued at 
§4,846,490. The total'value of all stocks is given as 
§15,640,074. The .Haggin art collection was probably 
one of the finest in the United States. It includes 
canvases by Corot, Lawrence, Schreyer, Rembrandt, 
Turner, Diaz, Alma Tadema, Gainsborough, Vibert, 
Tro.yon, Duprc, Gerome, Verbocskhoven, Dubiguy and 
many others. Mr. Haggin left two descendants in the 
next generation—Louis T. Haggin.and Mrs. Edith H. 
Lounsbery. His widow was bis second wife and with- 
out issue. 
To her he left: §3,575,297; to his son, §3,- 


715,297, to his daughter §3,350,297, and to grandchil- 
dren, sisters, sisters-in-law and other relatives he was 
very liberal in his last testament. J. B. Haggin made 
a very considerable part of his fortune in California, 
whence he departed some twenty-five years ago, though 
retaining mii.ny interests here. Not the least famous 
of these is the California Market. He was undoubtedly 
the greatest breeder, owner and starter of race horses 
tho country ever knew. 
San Francisco's Monuments 


The things that arc being done to two of the city's 


monuments makes a consideration of the general sub- 
ject interesting. The monument at Van Ness and Mar- 
ket, commemorating California's contingent that took 
part.in the Spanish war,.is being moved to make way 
lor the municipal railway, whicli turns into the avenue 
from Market' The monument stood directly in the 
middle of the broad thoroughfare. Lotta's Fountain 
is being elongated and rejuvenated. 
The skyline in 


that vicinity since the fountain was built has been 
elevated in a manner that has caused the celebrated 
free-drink station to appear altogether dinky. It was 
never any great exemplar of art, and besides, was .be- 
coming very.much dilapidated. It is to have a pedes- 
tal, and the shaft is to be lengthened, aud electric bulbs 
placed on the top uniform with the others along Mar- 
ket street. One'of the singular features of the great 
disaster of 1D06 was that not one of the city's monu- 
ments was topped or considerably injured. Even the 
figure on the dome of the old city ball continued to 
stand on her toe and to hold aloft whatever it was that 
.she was carrying, though the walls of the structure had 
crumbled. 
The Dowcy monument in Union Square, 


a granite spindle which could hardly have been ex- 
pected to withstand the ordeal, showed very slight dis- 
comfiture. The only evidence of what had happened 
was that several of the granite blocks were thrown an 
inch out of alignment. To correct this the projecting 
edges were champed off, and it requires sharp 
inspection now to notice it. 
This freak of the 


great disaster — the sparing of the monuments— 
is as remarkable 
as 
that 
other 
one that lias 


become a classic—about the twenty-six hundred bar- 
rels of whisky in the Rotating warehouse opposite the 
custom house coming through unscathed, while forty- 
odd churches went down in heaps or np in flames. Ex- 
treme orthodox recollection goes further and takes ac- 
count <if the fact (hat the notable exception in church 
destruction, was that of. the Starr-King church, which 
is Unitarian.

Weinstock Triumphant 


The final passage of the Luce bill, which gives the 


State Market Director control of the marketing of fish 
in California, is (lie finale of the bitterest struggle tif 
the legislative session. The opposition to Market Di- 
rector Weinstoek seems to have been largely personal. 
Hut that he is to become the fish market dictator ought 
not to be so alarming to consumers. They have sub- 
mitted to dictatorship, and are now submitting to it, 
of a nature entirely different from any that has been 
authorized by (he Luce bill. Announcement was made 
Thursday of (he prices that (he residents of this city 
will have to pay for supplies for fish day: Tenderloin 
sole and salmon, -0 cents per pound; white fi.sh and 
black cod, 15 cents; rock cod, 10 cents; crabs, ";i cents, 
30 cents and 3f> cents each. The list of prices is signed 
"A, Paladini." It appears that the price of fish is dic- 
tated by one having no semblance of legislative author- 
ity, and who has been able to dominate an industry 


that is open to any and all who may elect to engage in 
it.; that he determines what a million people will have 
to pay if they have a palate for fish. Under the cir- 
cumstances, it has been remarkable that there was such 
a contest over .the regulating of the marketing of fish. 
In. some other food products there.have been reasons 
for advance in prices. The cost of production has in- 
creased appreciably; but this cannot be urged as to 
fish. They are swimming as freely in the ocean, bay 
i'.nd rivers as ever. The cost of catching them'cannot 
have increased more than a small fraction; yet the 
price has doubled within a twelve-month. Market 
Director Weinstock, if he cannot remedy this, can at 
least look into it and let us know why it is. 
Art Exhibit in Wrong Pew 


The art colony has been greatly interested, if it has 


not been excited, over the removal by Prince Troubete- 
koy of his exhibit to the art palace. Tlie prince was 
lionized upon his arrival here. 
Being a sculptor of 


recognized eminence and possessing a most interesting 
collection of marbles, his presence was duly appreci- 
ated. He was engaged to make busts of some of our 
citizens, and was entertained at functions. 
Perhaps 


through not sensing the popular disposition of Ameri- 
cans to accept curios as art, he submitted to the dis- 
play of his collection in the museum in Golden Gate 


* park. But he soon saw how it was. The general run 
of people who visit museums are not critical as to art 
values. The unusual attracts them more than the 
beautiful. 
They totally failed-to appreciate his fine 


work. He soon concluded that his exhibit must have 
a different setting, and so its removal to the art palace 
was arranged, where aiiinvitation reception was held 
Saturday. It is understood that this matter caused 
some feeling in high and powerful circles. 
Templeton Crocker's Double 


Charles Templeton Crocker has a double. 
Doubles 


of rich or notable persons generally go about surrepti- 
tiously and pose or'profit, as they are inclined. But 
this one is entirely dii'ferent. He was commissioned 
by Crocker himself to perform as his other personality. 
It was this way: Crocker was sitting for his portrait 
to Arthur Cahill. Somewhere well within earshot of 
the'.painter's studio is the stvidio of a music teacher. 
Every time that Crocker went np to pose, a music les- 
son was going forward in the music stndio. The pupil 
was making desperate work of it. At first Crocker, 
who knows what harmony is, clenched a projection of 
the chair, or whatever he was hanging onto, and man- 
aged to bear it. He was able to. get through several 
sittings in this way, but finally found it too much. But 
by this time his features and head had been well done, 
and all that remained was the rather impersonal mat- 
ter of body and apparel. A young man of his build 
and general physical appearance, and who is immune 
to-discord, was found and engaged to pose for the re- 
mainder of the sittings. Quite a different tale from 
that which is generally told of the person, who gets 
past as another. 
, 


Ferry Crews Not Yet Satisfied 


The trouble with the ferry crews over the govern- 


ment requirement of twelve-hour watches has not yet 
been settled. The edict of the public utilities com- 
mission will probably end in eight-hour 
shofts, 


which will add 50 per cent to the wage cost of main- 
tenance of the ferry systems. And even then it is 
doubtful if it will be as satisfactory to the men as the 
old plan of a day on and a day off. This very con- 
siderable increase in the cost of maintaining the fer- 
ries, together with the general increase in everything 
that has been going on so steadily, is causing the 
thoughtful to apprehend possibilities as to ferry fares 
in the near future. The two new. ferry steamers on the 
Southern Pacific are more expensive to run than the 
older craft, und fixed charges have gone up all along 
the line. It may be that the traffic has kept pace. The 
company, however, has always claimed that the ferries 
in themselves do not pay. Certain it is they.give the 
commuter a great ride for 5 cents in times when the 
nickel will not get one very far in any other line of 
expend! tui'e. 
San Francisco's Great Organ 


High-class musicians are free in their criticism of 


the policy that seems to have been adopted regarding 
ihe use of the city's mighty organ, now in working 
order in the auditorium. Being one of the greatest in 
the world it would seem to'be right that any reputable 
organist or musical company should be permitted its 
use. 
Of course it is understood that indiscriminate 


permission to play it. should not be granted, but when - 
a player of recognized ability comes along, or a great 
musical symphony organization, it should be permitted 
and the public afforded the opportunity to hear the 
instrument under all auspices. 
An official organist 


has been appointed who has a national reputation, 
which is all very well; but coincident with this appoint- 
ment the policy of denying the organ to others has been 
introduced. 
When such a conductor " as Damrosch 


visits the coast, with a symphony orchestra of 125 per- 
formers, and requests the use of the organ in the in- 
lerpretation of the highest class music, the purpose 
for which the great instrument was installed would 
seem to be served in granting the request. Yet it was 
icfuscd, and though there has been public criticism 
of (he refusal, there has been no good reason given in 
justification. It would seem that there could not b'e 
a more fit occasion for 1hc instrument to be put into 
service than in conjunction with a symphony aggrega- 
tion under the direction of such a distinguished mas- 
ter. The Damrosch incident was the firs,t overt denial 
of the nature here discussed; hut it was somewhat more 
than suspected that the refusal of a similar request 


from the conductor,of the Minnesota symphony, re- 
cently here, was in furtherance of this policy, though 
at the time it wns claimed that the resetting of the . 
organ had not been completed. The Minnesota sym- 
phony aggregation had to resort to the Tivoli theater 
and give a performance in the forenoon in order'to 
avail itself of an organ—the theater being used in.'the 
afternoon as a moving picture house. 
Photographing Suspects 


Assembly Bill :No. 129S, introduced by Baker, has 


passed both houses of the legislature. It adds a :new 
section to the penal code, relating to the taking au'd the 
preservation and use of photographs, Bertillion meas- 
urements and other identification marks of prisoners. 
It provides that such photographs 
and records ; of 


identification may be taken of prisoners, but that they 
must be preserved as private records of the 
; off ice 


under whose jurisdiction they are taken, and cannot be 
furnished for publication nor exhibited or permitted 
to be used in private litigation, or bj7 any person in 
advancing his personal interest, or in maliciously or 
uselessly harassing or humiliating the subject. 
The 


Baker bill resulted 
from' the 
almost secret in-.V 


troduction of Senate Bill Xo. 133, by Bill McDonald 
of this city. This measure would have prohibited the 
photographing of prisoners'at all, or taking their meas- 
urements for identification, until the prisoners had 
been convicted. Inasmuch as a, prisoner passes-from 
the control of the police as soon as he is found.guiity, 
this wotild have worked to suspend all efforts at;crim- 
inal identification and the making of records to .in- 
crease the efficiency of the authorities. An -inspection. 
of Bill McDonald's constituency will explain .why. he 
championed a measure with this dangerous joker'the 
prime and sole object. His bill became known at Sacra- 
mento as "the Billings-Mooney bill,".and the police au- 
thorities throughout the State made a mighty protest. 
The Baker bill was introduced as a compromise-meas- 
ure to beat McDonald's trick. But it, too, has its/very 
objectionable features from the standpoint of the;.gen- 
eral public and the newspapers. Publicity is ackhowl-, 
edged to be one of the greatest deterrents to criminal 
activities and the service oi1 the newspapers in this re- 
gard is well known. There appears to be no necessity 
for the passage of the Baker bill; the police are per- 
mitted now to exercise their discretion as to whether 
information about a suspect or known offender may be 
given to the public. If the police chief is a competent 
official that discretion will be properly exercised; if 
he is incompetent, the Baker bill will not cure him. 
The Bore Is Through 


The Twin Peaks bore is through, and the fact has 


been celebrated in banquet and felicitations. Incidents 
of the work are that the two facings coincided within 
a very small and inappreciable fraction, and that the 
character of the material cut through was not as self- 
sustaining as was counted upon, and had to be shored 
up with concrete work. This and other unforseen ex- 
pense has caused a deficit, to meet which §200,000 has 
been transferred, though that is not expected to wholly 
provide for the excess, of cost. It has been said' that 
this tunnel and the Hetch Hetchy project are to be 
the crowning work of City Engineer O'Shaughnessyte 
career. - He left a better-paid position to undertake the 
city's work, and has not found it altogether a bed of 
roses. He has chafed some when the affairs of his 
office, had to be shaped with reference to political 
exigencies; but his regime hag been in striking con- 
trast-with that of his predecessor, under whom the 
celebrated 
garbage incinerators 
were built and 


wouldn't work, though the city was compelled through 
a court decision to pay for them. 
India Basin Bonds 


The,§625,000 in India Basin bonds which the State 


through the Board of Control bought were not bid 
upon by any of the bond houses or brokers. As money 
has been piling up in the banks, there being a plethora 
sach as never before was known, and as every bond 
issue by the State that is pronounced by legal experts 
•fo be all right is snapped up eagerly, there was curiv 
osity as to why the money mart ignored this offering. 
The explanation is that Judge Seawell's decision fixing 
the price for the land taken for the Indian Basin im- 
provement has been appealed from. 2Co reputable bond 
buying concern will touch a proposition whose least 
legal matter remains unsettled. Notice that the case 
has been appealed was also served on the State treas- 
urer, who may find himself in a quandary. As there 
is no sweat about this improvement, and, indeed, as 
it has not yet been made to appear what the character 
of the India Basin improvement is to be, there are some 
at a loss to understand the precipitancy in the matter. 
Oxnian Case Still Befogged 


The fog doesn't lift from the Cocman case. This is 


»somewhat singular, as there have been very exciting 


proceedings, and volumes oi' explanations and refuta- 
tions,, not to mention acrimonious passages and fist 
fights. There has been a greater volume of investiga- 
tion and more legal travail over this affair than char- 
acterizes many fairly busy court sessions in their 
entirety; and yet the question whether Oxman testified 
truly in the Mooney case, or whether he lent himself 
in a frame-up to railroad a man to the gallows, remains 
as completely undecided as at the outset of the sensa- 
tion. One thing has been made pretty clear, and that 
is that accuser Kigali is not a wholly admirable person. 
Out of his own mouth it has been established that the 
assistant district attorney who conducted the Mooney 
prosecution was not known to (he frame-up that'Kigali 
declares was planned. That is important in itself, but 
jt does not settle the main point. 
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It Is now time that the dahlia 


be preparing- his soil for planting of tho 
tubers next month. May Is plenty early 
for this region. This will bring tho 
flowers on In the fall when they aro most 
needed and when, with the September 
heat gradually declining, conditions ore 
best for their healthy bloom. 
Under a 


very warm sun there Is a tendency for 
tho plant to bo reduced In sizd and tho 
blooms forced so bard that they soon 
come to an end. 


For this reason, also It Is best to choose 


a location that will offer some shade, 
especially during tho hottest part of the 
day~if the dahlias are so planted as to 
start blooming in late- September 
or 


earlier October. Some sun is requisite to 
their best growth. They will not do in 
full shade and especially not in moist or 
sour soil. It there irf any question of the 
soil's being sour it should bo treated with 
limo well spaded in some time before 
planting. 


The Diablo and Dublin adobes which 


predominate in the east bay cities, ex- 
cepting: in Aiameda, and which are easily 


• detected by their very dark color and 
• their tendency to crack when -they havo 
• been moist and become dried out, are 


rather heavy for 'dahlia growing and need 
considerable lightening: to get thu best 
results. 
The Altamont clays and clay 


loams, which are also found in these 
cities, and the lighter grade of soli which 
is common 
in 
Alaiuoda, 
are 
better 


adapted to the purpose, especially if som« 
humus Is added to them. 


Beginning now the soil for tho dahlia 


beds should be spaded thoroughly and 
deep. If It Is inclined to sourness throw 


. on a few 
hand(\ils of lime—tho floral 


supply, man will know what you need— 
and cover it over. In a week or so spado 
up the ground well and top dress It with 
manure, cow manure being preferable for 
this purpose. 
Two or three' Inches of 


manure is .sufficient, but it should be 
well mixed 
in with the 
soil, spading 


deeply as before. Coal ashes may be used 
for lightening the too heavy 
adobes, 


though the lime dressing will go a con- 
siderable ways toward Improving thes« 
by flocculatlon. 


The dahlia tuber that one buys from 


the supply man is a portion of a larger 
clump which was dug from the ground 
late last fall after bloom had stopped. 
This clump contained a number of eyes 
from each of which a shoot Is induced to 
start by the application of some moisture 
in the early spring. 
The tubers reach 


the gardener trimmed ready for planting. 
Some of them are chunky like potatoes 
but rougher whilo others may be long 
and slender. The appearance of the roots 
differs with the varieties of the (lower. 


But with all of them one care- must be 


exercised. 
Tho shoots just mentioned 


start from eyes which form only where 
the tuber Is joined to tho mulnstock. 
If 


the slender neck or stem from besjde 
which this shoot starts is broken off the 
tubers will not grow plants. 


"When the shipment of tubers arrives 


look over each one carefully tOrdetcrmlno 
if the shoots have started. If they have 
not it is usually best to start them other- 
wise than in the ground where they aro 
to remain. Fill a box such as an empty 
lug box trlth soil half way to the top. 
Place the tubers In this, half in and half 
out of the soil with the stems on their 
side. 
Water thoroughly and cover the 


box with a pane of glass, 
in time the 


shoots will appear, if the-soil is kept moist 
but not wet. When planting time arrives 
they may be removed from this box. to 
their place In the garden. 


This planting time should never be be- 


fore the middle of May and It may be as 
late us tho middle of July. 
Many pro- 


fessional growers 
throughout Alameda 


county have found that the first two 
weeks or so In Jnue bring the flowers on 
in good time and to maturity at their 
very best. 
Planting early will ha've no 


effect so far as hasK'nlng bloom is con- 
cerned. 
In 
Oakland and 
neighboring 


cities the dahlias will not bloom before 
August and usually the latter part of 
August at tlwit, ana no matter how early 
they are planted or how much they aro 
forced, they will not come In before that 
time. Moreover, the dahlia is particularly 
a fall flov/er and one of its chief values 
lies in its throwing up its 
beautiful 


blooms at a time when the rest of the 
garden, excepting chrysanthemums, cos- 
inos and aeters, is beginning to fade.

The dahlia needs plenty of room. Three 


feet apart la close enough at which to 
plant tho tuners and If they con be given 
four feet each the result Is apt to be 
better. The tuber should be laid upon Its 
side, never on Its end. and with the little 
shoots which havo formed uppermost 
In 


covering the tubers with soil caution 
must again be exercised toward the pres- 
ervation of these shoots. Draw the soil 
carefully about tho tubers and firm it 
from the sides first. Then draw up more 
soil and continue tb« process until tho 
shoots are covered and the soil packed 
firmly aiout them, Tha tubers should bo 
laid with about five inches of soil over 
them. If three feet of soil apiece for the 
tubers Is not 
afforded 
they may 
be 


planted more closely together, even to «. 
foot and a half, but the results are uni- 
formly poorer with this closo planting 
than where they we given plenty of room. 
Before the soil Is finally, compacted a 
slight hollow may be mnde and this filled 
throe- or four times with water. 
Then 


throw an Inch or so of dry soil over this 
to reduce evaporation and leave the root 
to its task. 
Some growers have found 


that, If this first watering is iJone with 
soapsuds, the beneficial effects thereof will 
be noticeable. 
s 


When the shoots make their appear- 


ance above tho ground Is tho latest time 
at which stakes for tho ultimate support 
of the plants ought to be set. Much later 
than this time the root system will have 
begun to develop and spread and tho 
setting of stakes may cause Injury to the 
roots. The height of the varieties, de- 
termined from the catalog of the supply- 
lug dealer, ought to be known to fix the 
length of stakes to be used. 
These 


stakes, such as are used for roses, may 
bo purchased from most supply houses, 
ready cut and painted white ;ind green, 
or may easily be made. Setting the stako 
at tliis time also serves to mark the loca- 
tion of the root and 
prevent 
chance 


breaking off of the shoot that appears. 


When these shoots arrive occasional 


watering shouM begin and between tho 
irrigations cultivation to a depth of two 
Inches or so about the plants practiced 
each time the soil has become surface 
dry. 


How the plant shall subsequently be 


trained depends entirely upon the desires 
of the grower. Us management is some- 
what similar to that of the chrysanthe- 
mum, depending prlmarly on the principle 
that tho fewer the shoots and the fewer 
the iiuds allowed to foim upon tLise the 


greater will be the size of the flower pro- 
duced. Pinching back all of the shoots 
but one at the surface of the soil or even 
a bit below and pinching off the remain- 
iiiE' shoot when about four, leaves have 
formed 
will tend 
to make a plant of 


stockier, thicker growth than is the nat- 
ural habit of the plant For such plants 
plenty of room must be afforded, but they 
will not ordinarily need staking. 


If exhibition blooms are the objective 


of the gardener he must start giving the 
plant additional feeding at the time the 
first bud appears, "Watch the plant care- 
fully. 
Jf there Is too heavy a growth -of 


foliage trim away the side shoots that 
form and reduce' tho feeding. Nitrogen is 
tho special foo£ of plants that 
most 


directly tends tn a growth of the foliage, 
while potassium and phosphorus react 
especially tn tho production 'and enlarge- 
ment of the flowers. If the foliage is 
fintdng the best of the plant withdraw 
manure and apply a bit of dried blood 
and ground bone from tlme.to time at the 
baso of each plant 
Keep : the buds 


pinched off excepting one only to- each 
shoot Tho fewer the number of shoits 
the larger Dowers these buds will pro- 
duce. 


The majority of growers -will probably 


desire to get as many blooms of a fair 
size from each plant as they can, and 
none of this intensive culture of single 
flowers need be 
indulged in 
by them. 


The only need is to keep the branches 
from becoming too crowded. 
The light 


ought to penetrate without difficulty to 
the heart of the plant, and if it docs not 
fio so the overcrowding .'(hoots should be 
pinched out. 
Feeding may begin when 


tho 
first 
buds 
appear 
as 
before, 


the 
best material 
being 
water 
In 


which a 
double handful 
of 
manure 


to the 
bucket, has been allowed .to 


soak for twenty-four hours or, longer. 
Pour this upon tho soil at the foot of-the 
plant, a cupful or so a .week, taking care 
to keep it off the foliage, A]iply it after 
the plant ha« been watered,- and irrigate 
somewhat more fulb' after thf: application 
to sonic the llqulr Into the soil. Always 
water the plants cither In the morning 
or after the sun is off them In the after- 
noon. 


Dahlias are propagated in two ways, 


either 
by division of 
the 
roots 
or 


by seeding. The latter and the'- more 
usual way takes place after this fashion. 
When tho plants have stopped blooming 
in the late fall cut down the stalks, lift 
Die tubers and shake them free of dirt. 


They will be found to-have Increased ma- 
teirfally in size during the growing season. 
During the winter store them away In 
some cod place where they will not be- 
come too dry. Professional growers or- 
dinarily pack them away In boxes or bar- 
rels of sawdust or sand' In which they 
are prevented from drying out over the 
winter months. 
. 
, 


If they have been wintered without 


being thus packed they may be brought 
out about the first of April and treated as 
mentioned before, In boxes of soil covered 
with glass, until the shoots appear. 
If 


they have been kept in packing material 
this may be watered about 'the.middle" of 
March sufficiently to soak It thoroughly 
through. The shoots should have started 
from the buds by the middle or end of 
April and by the first of May the tubers 
may be lifted from the sawdust or sand 
and divided. 


Care must be exercised in this opera- 


tion. It cannot be done usually by hand, 
but a sharp knife ought to be employed. 
Make the cuts clean and so placed that 
one or more of the new tubers which have 
formed durnlg the summer or fall is left 
on each piece of the old stock. 


The exposition gave vogue, in the neigh- 


bprhooa especially, to experimenting with 
dahlia seed and many who purchased of 
the seed that was offered in.the horticul- 
tural building there have been able to 
raise plants with flowers of much beauty. 
Seed is to be obtained now generally from 
all dealers, and'although the process of 
its germination and cultivation until .a 
growing plant is produced is somewhat 
absorbing r.nd tedious, the results often 
repay the trouble token. Until: the plant 
actually blooms the • gardener is' never 
sure just what it is he has" secured. On 
the other hand, the production'of flowers 
of new colors and 'new arrangments 
thereof Is only assured by 'this means. 
The blooms which prove desirable may 
be kept and the other dispensed with and 
the grower, while increasing his stock 
of plants afs. minimum cost, will have 
felt also some of the power of the Creator 
In his work.

War Diary Written by Ernesta Drinker Bullitt For Her Great Grandchildren Is Published. 


Human Story of Real Folk in South Carolina Town Is Introductory Work of New 
Writer.

Bullitt, 


wife of a Philadelphia news- 
paperman, to record her 
experiences of last summer 


in 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and 


Belgium 
in .diary 
form. With no 


thought of their publication until the 
day of the great-grandchildren, Mrs. 
Bullitt, who one is inclined to believe 
is a newspaperwoman in her own right 
as well as by marriage, kept a diary 
of her most unusual experiences dur- 
ing a most unusual trip through the 
Central Empires. And the result of 
her diligence appears now in boolc 
form under the title of "An Uncen- 
sored Diary of the Central Empires." 


The pages stand as written within 


the lines of the Central Powers, a fact' 
which arouses no little interest since 
they reveal surprising facts regarding 
Germany's great and near-great men 
•and women. 


Mrs. BullStt met many of the men 


•who are making world history today. 
To some of them she put questions 
which interest all of us. From some 


- of them she received answers which 
more than interest us. She saw and 
heard much that has, not been given 
to the great majority of visitors to 
the Central Empires, no matter how 
completely equipped they were with 
passports and the like. And she has 
proven unusual ability in sifting out 
the things which will Interest not only 
those great-grandchildren of whom 
she thinks but those 'of us who are 
participants in some of the events of 
a great era. 


Mrs. Bullitt has a curious mixture 


of the trivial and the vital in her 
diary, a fact which adds proof to her 
statement that she was not writing for 


- publication. She writes of Zimmer- 


mann, the Nationaler Frauendienst, 
the failure of German women to dress 


- well, and of General von Bissing. Of 


the latter she gives a refreshing ac- 
count—an account which fails to tally 
in many respects with that which the 
world has .had already, but one which 
is far more pleasant to believe. 


To find out about the 
women of 


Germany was the task Mrs. Bullitt set 
herself, while her husband was seeing 
bankers, inventing terms of peace and 
doing kindred things dear to the heart 
of newspapermen on big missions. The 
ease with which German' women have 
fitted into heretofore unheard of oc- 
cupations, and the apparent satisfac- 
tion with which many of them accept 
their new work is giving much con- 
cern to those interested in Germany 
after the war. ;lrWe are afraid our 
women will grow too fond of their 
new life and not want to. stay at.-home 
and have families," said Baronness von 
Bissing, who is doing one of the great- 
est bits of organized relief work in the 
present conflict. "We'must make de- 
pendence sweet to them, again." 


Interesting in. the light of recent 


happenings is an interview which the 
Bullitts had with Rathenau, most bril- 
liant of Germany's industrial kings.: 
Speakingf of the end of the war, Rathe- 
nau named 1918 as the earliest prob- 
able time of-settlement, but he ex- 
pressed a fear that peace might be de- 
layed until 1920. "Early in the spring, 
after the people have suffered another 
winter, I'fear; that the:submarine war' 
party wEll be the stronger, and the

submarine war start again 
in the 


spring of 191S." 


Speaking of the renewal of the U- 


boat warfare, Rathenau is reported to 
have said: "I consider that absolutely 
unnecessary. * * * It would make us 
the most hated people on earth and 
would prolong the war indefinitely." 


The writer caught heretofore un- 


chronicled glimpses of the German 
allies—uncommon ones of the Hun- 
garians and Austrians, who have been 
much neglected by writers on the war. 
Her presentation of them 
is pictur- 


esque, piquant, with restrained humor. 


Singular good fortune was that of 


Mrs. Bullitt in having her diary "un- 
censored," but a careful reading of it 
' removes the surprise which its first 
few pages arouse. One can imagine 
the German censors, rigid as they may 
rather favorable than otherwise 
to 


have themselves and their cause pre- 
sented to the reading public as this 
writer presents them. For while sh* 
says many things that cannot be re- 
garded as directly complimentary to 
.Germany, the tone of her diary is 
Trather favorable than otherwise to

'SLIPPY McGEE,"

CONWAY OEMLER, 


so far as novels are con- 
cerned, is a new writer. One 
reads her "Slippy McGee." 
then, with mingled feelings 
of delight and appreciation 


and with the impulse to hazard a pre- 
diction that she will become the favor- 
ite of many. The book is as refreshing 
as a cool wind blowing in the season 
of flowers and birds, and as welcome. 


One envies the writer her opportuni- 


ties for acquiring a love of humanity 
and "of nature and, at the same time, 
a background for. the optimistic litera- 
ture that is hers. She has spent' her 
life in a South Carolina town, where 
her grandmother taught her Irish 
folk-lore, and her grandfather, .a fa- 
mous surgeon and naturalist, gave' her 
a passion for butterflies and bugs. 


The story, in bare outline, is one 


that might serve for anything from a 
religious tract to a penny thriller. It 
concerns a safe-cracker who fell off a 
train in a little town to full into the 
circle of a gentle padre, his mother, 
and Mary Virginia, the blithe and 
wonderful Mary Virginia. How . the 
former safeblower becomes a ''butter- 
fly man" and wins the respect of a 
community is the theme of the story, 
which also includes the romance of a 
delightful heroine. Only once does 
Slippy McGee return to his .burglar's 
bit, and then the priest goes with him , 
and they steal to save a reputation. 


It is not because of the plot, then, 


that the new author is to win her 
place. It- is because she has written 
into the story the life of a quiet town 
and has peopled her book with genu- 
ine characters, whose motives are 
natural and unaffected. 


In Slippy McGee she has drawn a 


hero as true as he is unusual, and 
Mary Virginia is—well, Mary Vir- 
ginia. 


One meets with many surprises that 


have to do not so much with the story 
as with the writer. That she 'is abje 
to use her love for butterflies, and 
she confesses iaat, with black cats 
and the Bible, it is her passion, in so 
interesting a manner is to be wonder- 
ed at, as is also her command of the 
vernacular of the tramp. Once when 
Slippy felt the desire to return to old 
ways overwhelm him he breaks out 
.in an apostrophe to New York as ef- 


fective as certain of the unconven- 
tional poems of the "new poets." Says 
Slippy: 
"There is a Dutchman got a restau- 


rant on Eighth avenue, and I dream 
at nights about the 
hot-dog-and- 


hraut. and the ham-and that they give 
you there, and the jane that slings it-. 
Hips on her like a horse, she has, and 
an arm that shoves your eats under 
your nose in a way you've got to re- 
spect I smell those cats in my sleep. 
I want some more Childs' bucks. I 
want to see the electrics winking on 
the roofs. I want to smell wet asphalt 
and see the taxis whizzing by in the 
rain. I want to see a seven-foot Mick 
cop with a back like a piano box and 
a paw like a ham and a foot like a 
submarine with stove polish on it.

Sickness and death have- always ex- 


isted in the world and always will so 
long as man's physical constitution ro- 
mains what It Is. The body, is evidently 
Intended to last only a certain time, al- 
though man himself has unquestionably 
greatly shortened the length of Its endur- ' 
ancc. The limit of three score years and 
t«nr set hy the Psalmist, deprives us. of 


- Diany years that are our clue. 


Students of longevity have established 


the rule that the animal body, including 
man's, should endure, barring accident, 
flve times as long as it-takes' it to reach 
lull maturity, as marked by 'the .complete 
ossification of the bones. In man that 
period Is about twenty years,' and man 
should, therefore,1 live to round out a can- 
tury. That he usually lives only a half 
or threo-iuarters as long is his fault and 
the fault of his ancestors. 


A French -writer once asserted that a 


man is^as old as his arteries, meaning 
that the degenerative changes of old ag« 
•were dependent upon or measurable by 
the degree of hardening of the arteries. 
That is undoubtedly true to a certuin 
extent, but epigrams.do not solve prob- 
lems or oven' explain facts. 
It affords 


slight comfort to know that wo are as old 
as our arteries If we do not know how tr 
prevent tlvcm from aging prematurely. 


Fortunately, we do know many of tho 


causes of the presenile degeneration that 
cuts us off before our time. Heredity 
counts for much. Some families are long- 
lived; in others, most or all of the mem- 
bers die young. 
That sounds hopeless, 


yet w<s can do much by hygienic living 
to lengthen our days even If we come of 
a short-lived family. More than thai, we 
can transmit to our descendants a still 
higher degree of stamina. 
The other 


causes of early aging may bo summed up 
in the one -word excess—overwork, men- 
tal or physical, worry, overeating and 
oven oversleeping. Moderation (not in- 
sufficiency) In all things—eating, drink- 
ing, working, playing, sleeping—is the 
secret of health and longevity.—The 
Youth's Companion.

SCHEME TO 


LIGHT_CAPITOL 


A novel patent 
has recently been 


Issued to Frank H. EJllson whereby it is 
proposed to erect suitable large slzo mir- 
rors at the top of the "Washington mon- 
ument In Washington, J.X C., so tliat-a 
powerful searchlight beam projected from 
Hotel Raleigh could, by means of the 
doublj- refiected beams from the mirrors, 
be caused to illuminate the dome of the 
Capitol as well as the White Mouse 
simultaneously, says The Electrical Ex- 
}>enmetiter. 
The Idea Involved is ap- 


parently to Increase 
the Illuminating 


efficiency. 


The patentee has covered the details for 


the construction of the mirror supporting 
frames and also the angle, they shall take 
with respect to the buildings to be 
lighted and: also with respect to the walls 
of 
the Washington monument. 
This 


scheme would seem applicable to many 
other illuminating problems where such 
a hish structure as the Washington 
monument Is available on which 
to 


mount suitable .mirrors or re/lectors. 
TO CONSERVE 


THEJZYESJGHT 


",\ great many men who are well 


enough informed on other topics do not 
know the first principles of how to con- 
serve their eyesight," Dr. Eugene L. 
Fisk Is quoted in the April World's Work. 
"They mny be conscious of eye strain 
and yet unconsciously go right on doing 
many tilings to Increase that strain. 
TlJiftjs such as these—reading a news- 
paper On a jissly >street car, working 
v.-itli n light directly behind them or di- 
rectly in their faces, reading or working1 
in too bright a glare or in tt dim or 
nickering illumination. 
They do not 


rcmllze that they mlsht well limit their 
allo-A-ance of moving pictures. They do 
not Ri-.ow the harm in too brilliant a 
desk light. They buy worthless patent 
nostrums for the eye and have a positive 
drentl abOMt adopting glasses. The price> 
they t~y for all this often is extremely 
dear. It ranges from constant physical 
discomfort to loss of sight." 


A report on the blind in this country, 


which has been prepared by the United 
States Bureau of tho Census, indicates 
that 30.8 per cent, or somewhat less than 
ono-tlilrd, of the' blind population lost 
their sight when leas than 20 years of 
ago (including those born blind); 47.4 per 
cent, or somewhat less than • one-half, 
during: the early or middle years of adult 
life (from 20 to-64 years); and 21.S'per 
cent or a little over one-fifth, in old age 
(after passing their sixty-fifth year). 
More persons were reported as having 
lost .their sight when less than 5 years of 
age than !n any other five-year period of 
life, 16.4 per cent, or about one-sixth, of 
the total being Included In this group; 
persons reported as born blind formed G,6 
per cent .-of the total and'persons re- 
ported as losing sight when less than 1 
year old 5 per cent, these two groups to- 
gether contributing 11.6 per cent, or more 
than one-tenth, of those reporting the 
age when vision was lost. 


These statistics are based on an enu- 


meration of the blind made In connection 
with tha census of 1910. The blind pop- 


ulation enumerated was 57,572, and by 
sending out special schedules through 'the 
mails the bureau obtained data regarding 
such subjects as the cause of the blind- 
ness and the age when It occurred from 
23,242 blind persons. 


RESULT OF GREAT INDUSTRIAL 


GROWTH. 


The proportion -of the blind who lost 


their sight during the early or middle 
years of aduit life has Increased some- 
what since 1SSO, It is probable that this 
increase is In part..the result of the great 
Industrial growth of the .United States in 
the last thirty years,'.'which .would nat- 
urally brtngVin its train an Increase In 
tho number of cases of'blindness due to 
occupational injury or disease, and hence 
in the number occurring during the 
years of economic activity. 


A much larger proportion of males 


than of females lost: their sight In tho. 
early or middle years -of adult life (20 to 
64 years of age), the percentage 
for 


males being 51.4, or more than one-half, 
as compared with a percentage of 41.8, or 
about two-fifths, for females. . 


FEW FACTS ABOUT 


. 
MUSHROOMS 


We sometimes hear the complaint that 


by neglecting to use the mushrooms that 
grow wild in tho woods and the fields 
Americans ere wasting- an important 
food. 
The would-be economists toll us 


that It Is easy to distinguish the edible 
from the poisonous varieties, and urge us 
not to despise this food supply, which, 
like the manna of old, comes overnight 
and asks only to be plucked and eaten. 
They sometimes attempt to show that In 
nutritive value a pound of mushrooms is 
equal to a pound of beefsteak. That Is 
an exaggeration that the chemist easily 
disproves. 


As a matter of fact, mushrooms con- 


tain no more nourishment than any other 
of the green vegetables, and do contain 
as much or more indigestible material; 
Protein, which is the muscle-building 
and 
waste-repairing element of food, 


contains nitrogen; and so food analysts 
formerly assumed that they could esti- 
mate the protein content of any fooc'i by 
the amount of nitrogen It contained. 
That is how the mistake came about. 
Mushrooms contain, it is true, a consid- 
erable proportion of nitrogen, but £o do 
crab shells. 


Some of the nitrogenous constituents of 


mushrooms, furthermore, are substances 
related to protein, but readily converted 
through putrefactive changes within or 
without the body into active poisons. The 
amount of actual utilizable protein is per- 
haps as much as is contained in cabbage 
or In other greens, but scarcely more. 


A good mushroom, properly cooked, is 


a very luscious morsel, and as such is a 
welcome addition to the dietary. If you 
are absolutely sure that the variety that 
grows on your lawn or In the neighbor- 
ing fields is of the edible kind, by all 
means cook it and eat it: it will do you 
jrood and start the secretion of the gas- 
tric juice by reason of its palatabllity. 
But if you havo the least doubt of the 
Innocuousness of the growth—and many 
poisonous kinds look attractively Inno- 
cent—you had better leav<; it alone; the 
risk is too great and the possible gain in 
nutriment is too slight.—The Youth's 
Companion. 


THE LIFE OF 


ORDINARY 
PINi 


A French investigator has looked Into 


tho old question of the fate of the ordin- 
ary brass pin. By a series of experi- 
ments conducted on his own estate ho 
discovered that pins, !(ko human beings, 
go lliclr way and nre resolved Into dust. 


Hairpins, which the experimenter ob- 


served for 15-i days, disappeared at tho 
end of that period, having been converted. 
Into a ferrous oxide, a browning rust, 
which wn.s blown away by the winds. 


Bright pins took nearly IS months to 


disappear; polished steed needles nearly 
two and a half years; brass pins had but 
little endurance; steel pens at 'the end 
of 98 months were nearly gone, whllo 
their wodoen holders wero still Intact. 


COCOANUT THAT 


TALKSJS 
BELIEF 


"While in 'tho government employ 


in the Philippines," reports Sanford 
Jones in a review of trade conditions 
in the Orient, published by the Society 
for Electrical Development, "I was 
stationed on the Island of Pasllan, 
which is a small island in the Sulu 
Archipelago. The natives of this Island 
were so uncivilized that they did not 
even know the value of money, and, 
of course, had never heard of a tele- 
phone. 


"We frequently had them entertain 


us with their native dances, and In 
turn would fill them with wonder and 
awe with a phonograph which we had 
in our outfit. We found it necessary 
to put up a telephone line between two 
buildings that were a little distance 
apart, which we did, using two mag- 
neto sets. One day I found a rathe* 
largo cocoanut under a tree near tha 
bamboo hut we were living: in, and 
conceived the idea of making a cocoa- 
nut talk. So I emptied Its contents 
and hung i.t on the outside of the 
house opposite the phone, so arranged 
that we could put the receiver through 
the grass wall and drop it into the 
cocoanut, 


"We invited some of the natives to 


see the wonderful cocoanut that we 
could make talk, and with the aid of 
an Interpreter at the other phone who 
understood their language we had a 
lot of fun. Some of the natives were 
so frightened they left 
the village. 


Next day a delegation returned and 
directed us to destroy the talking: co- 
coanut, under penalty of Immediate 
attack. They did not like to have so 
uncanny a thing- aroiirO. There was 
much rejoicing'when we consigned it 
to the flames. Thereafter the Sulu 
people bought everything- we had-to 
sell, except things that talked. One

bought 
twenty-four

ALEXANDER BELL 


Walter 1C Towers, who has told in his 


just-published book, "Masters o{ Space," 
tho stories of the Inventors of the tel- 
egraph, telephone, etc., relates how Alex- 
ander Bell—the recipient last week of 
the civic form medal of honor for distin- 
guished public sen-ice—met his first pub- 
lic recognition at the Philadelphia' expo- 
sition In 1S76, While the judges, lie says, 
were fingering Bell's apparatus indiffer- 
ently and preparing for their departure, 
a strange and fortunate thing occurred. 
Followed by ft group of brilliantly attired 
courtiers, tho emperor of Brazil appeared. 
He rushed up to Bell and greeted him 
with a warmth of 'affection that elec- 
trified 
tho 
indifferent 
judges. 
, They 


watched the scene in astonishment, won- 
dering who this young Bell was that he 
could attract tha attention and tha 
friendship of the emperor. The''emperor 
had attended Bell's school for deaf mutes 
In Bosion when it was at tio height of. 
its success, and had conceived a worm 
admiration for tho young man and taken. 


USE NEW RAY 


TO BRING DOWN 


ZEPPELIN 
FL^EET 


About a year ago a sensation was pro- 


, 
duced In Ireland by an announcement in 
the press that a young student of the 
Hardlnge 
Street 
Christian 
Brothers 


School, Belfast, Alexander ^Corr, 
haft, 


whilst experimenting in hfs ;own home, 
discovered a new aniline dye, and for this 
reason, and other services, had been 
awarded by the British. government an 
annual payment of £3000 ($15,000 approx- 
imately) and a permanent scientific post 
of importance in London where he could 
continue his researches. 


Corr was credited with having discov- 


ered a new ray by means of which Zep- 
pelins could be destroyed. (Experts on 
science and aviation had maintained that 
this represented the only possible way of 
dealing effectively with Zeppelin raids 
over the coast defenses or the inland 
towns of England where ordinarily the 
odds were all in favor of the raiders.) 
•Wishing to test his discovery at home he 


' pasted a she«t of paper on a window at 


the back of the house and standing with 
his,apparatus at a distance o£ ten feet 


' from the window, directed the new radia- 


tion-toward the sheet of paper. 
He ex- 


pected to .transmit sufficient energy to 
ignite the paper. Actually, the window 
was blown out and a wall at the end of 
the garden demolished. 


I confess that on hearing about the dis- - 


covery I was inclined to take It with a 
grain of salt. However, all who heard 
the statement awaited future Zeppelin 
raids over England with interest, as we 
were assured that the new apparatus was 
certain to be supplied to all aeroplanes 
and antl aircraft guns of'the royal garri- 
son artillery. As Is well know.n, .in the two 
next attacks by airships the Germans lost 
one over London-and two in a raid over 
the English midland counties, themselves 
admitting In their communiques that the 
British antiaircraft defenses were "extra- 
ordinarily effective." Since then no air 
raid has taken place, and latest Informa- 
tion from Germany indicates that the 
Zeppelins have lost the confidence of the 
experts as weapons of war. 


From EnKlish officers In the royal gar- 


rison artillery on visits to Dublin 1 have 
heard that It is surrent gossip In London 
military circles that the discover!' of a 
young Irishman (presumably Corr) was 
responsible for the destruction of the Zep- 
pelins.—Popular Mechanics.

The survey In the Far East, indudlnc 


China and Siberia, will be undertaken 
this spring. J, Morgan Clements, mining: 
engineer and geologist of New York City, 
has been selected for. the work and'Is 
preparing to leave for the Orient in a few 
weeks. Previous to his departure he will 
visit American concerns that are inter- 
ested in the development of-these min- 
eral resources and get a definite idea of 
specific points that ought to receive at- 
tention.

Bread-Winners," -was only recently 
made public, with the consent and ap- 
proval of Mrs. Hay. This novel, which 
caused so much discussion because 
of its advanced social'ideas, was pub- 
lished anonymously and the identity 
of the author 'was Icnown only to a 
magazine editor and to the publishers. 
Harper & Brothers, the house which 
this year is celebrating its Centennial, 
having been established in 1817. 


"The Bread-Winners" was claimed 


by several authors and there were 
many surmises as to the real author- 
One of the most amusing of these 
guesses was in .verse and the writer 
happened actually to hit on Hay's 
.identity. This man was William H. 
McElroy, and. his verses are of par- 
ticular, interest now:

Writes Book On 


Food-Poison 


One of the most significant scientific 


boois ever issued from the "University 
of Chicago Press, and one that has a 
special interest and practical applica- 
tion, not only ior the scientific investi- 
gator, but for readers in general, is 
announced for publication the latter 
part of April under the tile of "Food 
Poisoning." . • 


The author, who is now in Argentina 


on an important work of investigation, 
is Professor Edwin Oakes Jordan, 
chairman of the Department of Hy- 
giene and Bacteriology at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, who has long been 
known as one of the lea'ding bacteri- 
ologists of the United Stntes. He has 
been president 
of the 
Society of 


American 
Bacteriologists, 
is 
now 


chief of the serum division of the Me- 
morial Institute for Infectious Dis- 
eases, and is 14ie author of a widely 
used text on general bacteriology. In 
his earlier work he was a student'at 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris an« 
later chief assistant biologist of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Health. 


As suggested in the introduction of 


the book, although most attacks of 
food poisoning are of a slight and ap- 
parently temporary nature, it does not 
follow that they are negligible or of 
trivial importance from the stand- 
point of public health. The human 
organfcim is always 
more 
or 
less 


weakened by such attacks, many of 
them genuine infections; and degen- 
erative changes, the author says, may 
be initiated or accelerated 
in the 


blood vessels and other organs. . In 
yet greater degree these changes may 
follow those insidious forms of food 
poisoning due to the frequent Inges- 
tion of small quantities of mineral or 
organic poisons, which in each dose 
may cause 
little or no measurable 


physiological 
change, 
but ; whose' 


cumulative effect may be vicious. In 
the words of Professor Jordan: "In 
view of the grave situation evidenced 
by the Increase in the degenerative 
diseases affecting early middle life In 
the United .States, the extent, causes, 
and means of prevention of food poi- 
soning seem pressing subjects for in- 
vestigation." 
In the earlier chapters of the book 


are discussed 
the various kinds of 


food poisoning and the articles of 
food "most" commonly connected with 
iood poisoning, poisonous plants and 
animals, mineral .or organic poisons 
added to food,-food-borne pathogenic 
bacteria, and animal parasites; and in 
closing' chapters -the. author treats of 
poisonous products formed. in; food by 
bacteria and'/other micro-organisms, 
and poisoning-o| obscure or unknown 
nature, ,such. asiLmilk sickness, pella- 
gra and'scurvy, and the foods-most 
conimbnly'ipoisonous.

Interviewing 


R, L. Stevenson 


Mrs. Robert Louis Stevenson's visit 


to New Tork recalled to a. newspaper 
man recently an experience lie had in 
trying to interview her husband a few 
years ago when he stopped in that 
city on his way to the South Sea Is- 
lands. Mr. Stevensen was in at that 
time and he was averse to newspaper 
Interviews. 
One -newspaper, in that 


city was anxious to get an interview 
with Stevenson on a certain subject, 
but the reporter who was sent up 1:0 
see him returned with the information 
that Mr. Stevenson was too ill to see 
anyone. A new recruit to the reper- 
torial staff was a. roan who had been 
graduated from a Scotch university 
and who had not been in this country 
long enough to lose his burr. He said 
that he thought he could get an inter- 
view with the novelist, and away he 
went to try it Several hours later ho 
returned to the newspaper office with 
a gleeful expression. 


"Did 
you see Mr. Stevenson?" ho 


was asked. 


"I did indeed," he said. "I have 


been with him for the past two hours. 
He is a wonderful man." 


"Then s'rt right down and write out 


your Interview with him on this to pic." 


The Scotch reporter's jaw -dropped 


and his embarrassment was evident. 


"What's the matter?" asked the 


editor. 


"Well, sir;" said the reporter, "I just 


sent up my card to Mr. Stevenson with 
my old home address under it, and he 
sent for me to come up to MB room at 
once. He was in bed, and we talked 
about old scenes and found that we 
had some mutual friends in the old 
country. I never talked with a more 
interesting man, and after two hours 
I left him. To tell you the truth, sir,, 
I forgot entirely to ask him anything 
about the subject you mention." 


This -was a high tribute to Mr. Ste- 


venson's conversational ability, and.it 
has pleased the Scotchman to tell the 
story -whenever the author's name was 
mentioned. 


RUTH McEMSRY STUART'S PJWXTS. 


Kuth McEnery Stuart, author of "In 


Simpkinsville," etc.. is often asked if 
she draws her amusing characters and 
plots from real persons ani actual 
happenings.- According to an intimate 
friend, this is what .she never does. 
She often gets suggestions for her 
stories from the intimate chats with 
country people, negroes and street 
vendors, which she so enjoys, but they 
are .merely suggestions, not plots for 
herpen. After the publication of "The 
Second Wooing of Solina Sue," Mrs. 
Stuart received letters saying that the 
incidents of that story, which had 
been -the. .pure product of her own 
Imagination, had actually taken place 
In a certain locality and she was ac- 
cused of making the story public. 


GERMAN SOUL 


Thomas F. A. Smith, Eng- 


lishman, Writes of Impres- 
sions Gained After Twelve 
Years' Residence in Land 
of Kaiser. 


As one book in many to aid to an 


understanding of the war, "The Soul 
of Germany," -by Thomas F. A. Smith , 
may be recommended to the seasoned 
reader. It is a book that reflects one 
man's views of the German nation and 
its Kultur. That man is an English- 
man who had lived and taught in Ger- 
many for twelve years before the 
declaration of hostilities. He was given 
unusual advantages to study the 
yoaifger thought of Germany and to 
become acquainted with the educated 
men and women of the country. 


It is only "when one is aisle to speak 


the German tongue well enough to be 
accepted as a German and -when he Is 
close enough in friendship to pierce 
the outer armor of the Teuton that 
one learns anything of him, according 
to the writer, who holds that many of 
those who have formed hasty views 
of the Kaiser's land have'formed erro- 
neous ones. No hasty view of any 
country could be much more denun- 
ciatory than is Smith's view of XJer- 
many. In a way the "book resembles 
one written recently by a Dane, J. P. 
•Bang, who uses the -words of German, 
educators and pastors to form an in- 
dictment he would present. 


That German society is organized 


without human sympathy and that 
philosophies to exalt strength over 
w;eakness, the powerful over the 
lowly, and the male over the female, 
are accepted are conclusions drawn. 


The hook Is Trritten carefully and 


deliberately, and carries ~an impression 
of "being a serious attempt to interpret 
views sained during a long residence 
in Germany.^To what extent the -war 
itself 1jas influenced -those views per- 
haps even the author does not know. 
It is not a pleasant picture, nor is It 
of a kind familiar before the war. 
Much of the argument is backed by a 
certain amount of statistical data, and 
there is in evidence a desire to repress 
a tendency to arouse prejudice. Smith 
writes with a direct and stimulating 
style and succeeds in stating his case 
most effectively.

BAIRNSFATHER 


Captain Bruce Bairnsfather, author 


and illustrator of "Bullets and Skillets" 
(Putnam), is the eldest son of Major 
Thomas Bairnsfather and comes from 
a family in which soldierly and artistic 
traditions have been equally strong. 
The. author-artist, a humorist of the 
first order amid the tragedy of war, 
was born at Murree in the Himalayas 
and his boyhood was spent partly in 
India and partly in England. After 
leaving Trinity College he prepared 
for a career in the army, but, after a 
period of military experience, was di- 
verted to engineering, which gave op- 
portunity for drawing that the army 
in peace time did not offer. The out- 
break of the war found Bairnsfather 
at the post of duty. He rejoined his 
old regiment, the lioyal Warwicks. in 
which he occupies the ranlt of captain. 
He has been in the thick of the scenes 
he describes and has on more than one 
occasion narrowly 
escaped death. 


When carried to the hospital wounded, 
he wrote "as a result of the recent oc- 
currences at Ypres, 1 am docked for 
repairs." 
Bairnsfather's amusing sketches ol 


trench life first made their appearance 
in the Bystander and were later gath- 
ered in book form. They have con- 
vulsed not only Great Britain and the 
trenches of all the fronts, but also the 
neutral countries. They have reached 
a German prisoners' camp in Siberia 
and have received the "thanks" of the 
enemy. It has been said of Bairns- 
father that he has been -worth several 
army corps of the Allies by virtue of 
the stimulus he has imparted to the 
always latent good humor of the Brit- 
ish soldier.

"I would be charged with lacking, 


dignity, you say, if I advertised the 
concerts of my artists by placing- 
sandwich men on the streets where 
crowds, of people pass each day?" 
asked 
Daniel 
Mayer, 
the 
famous 


musical manager, in an interview pub- 
lished in Musical America, 


"Why, In -London It is considered 


quite all right to announce the com-. 
Ing recitals of artists In this fashion," 
he declared. "One does not think o*. 
presenting an artist to the public in 
recital any other way. 
I do not say 


that I was the first to do this in Lon- 
don, but I did much to develop the 
idea in the first recitals I arranged 
for Paderewski, and now it Is the ree:- 
oilar thing to do. Why, when Fritz 
Kreisler or Paderewski Is to be heard 
in recital In London one sees men 
with big cards walking up and down 
Regent street and other streets, on 
which great traffic moves; these men 
are employed to stand on the corners 
and to walk In these districts and the 
public knows about the concerts in 
this way.

the event In the newspapers, too, but 
the sandwich men are more import- 
ant to give the proper advance pub- 
licity to a London audience.

But un- 
fortunately I find in America that he 
Is not the reliable sort of person that 
he should be. Instead of giving to 
the papers the facts about an artist, 
material that all legitimate papers are 
willing to print and which, I believs.

To Dignity of Individual Wrapper Has the Once 


Lowly Spud Ascended 


Aristocratic distinction won by the 


potato In Its climb from tho 
and up the scale of prices has gained 
for It tho 
last word 
In vegetable 


splendor—an Individual wrapper. 


Jusb like the California, prlzo 


nnd apples, the spud will noiv don a 
tissue paper klmona and will he pack- 
ed gently and evenly In a box for dis- 
play In the store windows. With tb" 
wrapper. neatly turned back and the 
potato polished. Its appearance will be 
appreciably improved, say tho commis- 
sion men, and Its sales Increased "per- 
ceptibly. From the consumers' stand- 
point, It also makes possible an easier 
and most satisfactory decision as to 
which potato tho. family may buy at 
any given time. 


"You see a box of potatoes, wrapped 


and sorted, would be worth today 
practically the same as a box of apples 
of the same size," one dealer remark- 
ed. "Apples have for some time been, 
shipped In boxes, according to size, 
and encased In an Individual wrapper. 
Now that 'spuds' have attained the 
same price level; there Is nothing out 
of place about providing the same dec- 
orations for the tubers. 


"Burbank, American "Wonder and 


Gold Coin potatoes all are smooth- 
skinned and take a wonderful polish," 
he 
continued. "With the wrapper 


neatly turned back and the. potato pol- 
ished, there la no doubt that snies 
would be Increased considerably." 


Apples are wrapped beqauso of their 
tenderness. A bruised 
apple, which 


might appear in good condition when 
packed, might deteriorate rapidly, and, 
If left In contact with other apples, 
start tho entire box toward decay. A 
wrapped apple thus decayed may be- 
come entirely decomposed within its 
wrapping without affecting others in 
the box. 
A potato Is more hardy than an ap- 


ple. Its skin )s tougher and the pro- 
cess of decay by contact will require a 
greater time than in the case of an 
apple. Also the prico of potatoes Tiere- 
tofore has made the frreat care for 
their preservation a matter ot second-T 
ary consideration. Now, however, the 
price has 
mounted to 
unheard of 


levels, and Mr. Potato demands great- 
er care. 


The sorting of potatoes 
for "box- 
shipment is an idea which Is meeting 
with approval among growers. Largo 
potatoes are more suitable for-baking 
and some purposes than smaller ones, 
while the lighter but more symmetri- 
cal tuber is better for boiling and slic- 
ing-. To have all sizes In the same sack 
as heretofore Is a disadvantage which 
can be overcome by the sorting and 
packing. 


Tho work of the Federation 
of 


Mothers' Clubs and tho school 
de- 
partment In providing clothes 
and 


shoos for school children who would 
otherwise 
be 
kept 
from 
school 


through tho need of proper garments 
la progressing under tho direction of 
Joint committees. 
Tho collection, repair, cleaning and 


distribution of clothes and shoos Is 
being carried on by tho mothers' clubs,

son and Garflold schools as centers 
of supply. 
The mothers meet nnd repair

Shoes for 
boys and girls are needed, nnd needed 
badly. Boys' trousers are In great de- 
mand, aa are girls' dresses, 


Much can bp done with a pair of 


shoes that Is not too badSy worn by 
having them soled and repaired. Won- 
ders can be done with trousers and 
dresses by tho skilled mothers who 
are giving their time to sewing, patch- 
Ing and repairing. 


They need more garments on which 
to work. The demand Is greater than 
tho supply. The request la made that 
families make a search In tho clothes 
closets for garments that ha\ro 
be- 
come 
outgrown 
or 
slightly out- 


moded, 
They can be put to good

n printer, iji September, 1S33. Tho 


only papers printed in New York at that 
tlrno wers sold for Mix cents. The price 
of tho Sun was ono cent. Day was told 
that a penny paper would spell personal 
ruin but ho was willing to make the 
hazard which was small In comparison 
with like ventures today. The first issuo 
consisted of four pages, cloven and one- 
quarter by eight inches, about the di- 
mensions of the 'pages ot present-day 
magazines. 
Kach' page had three col- 


umns. 
The editorial announcement of 


the Sun was as follows: 


"The object of this paper Is to lay be- 


fore the public, at a price within tlio 
means of every one, all the news of the 
day, and at the same time afford an 
advantageous medium for advertising." 


Such an announcement would bo timely 


today, 
but to 
furnish "all the 
news" 


would require more than the diminutive 
four pages, and as "an advantageous 
medium for advertising" the modest cir- 
culation of 1000 would fall far short of 
present 
day 
requirements. 
Then the 


largest circulation of any New York dally 
was 4500, that of the Morning Courier 
and Enquirer.

invented tho no-wsboy. 
Ha in- 


serted in the Sun an advertisement call- 
ing for men to vend that paper.

that day there had been no newsboys. 


Paperg 
were not 
sold on the 
street. 


Many publishers deemed it "undignified 
to angle for new subscribers.".

Russell. He says that for three days 
he and his wife were in hiding. 


The roof of their apartment house, 


according 
to the automobile agent, 


was used by royal troops as a ma- 
chine gun base. Firing into the.revo- 
lutionists 
below, the former czar's 


troops made the structure a target for 
the fighting forces of the new re- 
public. 
Charge after charge was di- 


rected against the building, only to 
fail in the face of a torrent of lead 
from the machine guns. 


Just as Russell and his wife made 


their ,way into the cellar and out of 
the building, a tremendous 
charge 


was .directed against the apartment 
house. 
This charge, Russell believes, 


wpn. the fortress and was the begin- 
ning of the revolutionists' victory. The 
revolution lasted three days, and, *n 
that time, Russell says that 4500 peo- 
ple lost their lives. 


Dr. Snowden 
refused to detail at 


length a first-hand 
account 
of the 


Russian revolution until he had given 
his information to the State Depart- 
ment. 
It ia said that his mission is 


one of extreme importance. 
He will 


leavo for Washington 'immediately. 


The four Russian officers are com- 


manded by Colonel H. Bek. 
Y. Se- 


dorousky, V. Degtiaief f and B. ' Kar- 
poff accompany him.

2fi.—Sugar 


and syrup from grapes, the cheapest In 
the market, will be made largely In Cali- 
fornia this year. 


Most of the wine grapes growing in 


the San Joaquln va^jey, tJio heaviest pro- 
ducing district in California, will be dried 
this year, instead of going into sweet 
wines. 


Buyers are scouring tlie district around 


Fresno, offering 4 cents a pound for 
dried wine grapes. This is equal to about 
SIS a ton, which is better than the 
wineries will pay. 


All of the second crop Muscat grapes 


will be dried this year. 


The Invasion of the sugar and syrup 


makers and the drying- of grapes is ex- 
pected to relievo the wine industry of the 
problem of selling1. There is practically 
no market for wine anywhere, as the 
wine trade understands the term. 


Sugar making from grapes was started 


last season. Sugar and syrup from grapes 
grown last season is this year being 
used in California fruit canneries. 


The process'Of extracting the acid from 


the grape juice through centrifugal pro- 
cess has been solved by Louis P. Wet- 
more. 


He and B. R. Kittredge are expected 


to engage in the syrup business on a 
large scale at some of the wineries 
of George West & Son. 


One ton of grapes will produce about 


400 pounds of sugar, and even then all 
the sugar In the .juice is not taken out 
of the pomace left after pressing tho 
ground grapes. 


With grapes at $10 a ton, and getting 


400 pounds of sugar from each ton, the 
cost of material is only 2^ cents a pound 
for sugar.

Congress has approved universal obligatory mill- 


yAry service nnd within a few days the plan for rais- 
ing an Jinny under this system will he in operation. 
1'hc opposition to Iho law in both Houses of Con- 


was notably less at the moment the vole was 


taken than it was when the hill was first: intro- 
fluccd two weeks ago. The reason for this was that 
the members of Congress had heard from the people 
and had realized that universal service is desired by 
Uic great majority of the citizens. 


In the debates of the question iti and out of Con- 


gress much uso has been made of tho. word "con- 
bcription." 
Tho term has been applied with the 


design to frighten the people into opposition. At 
opportune moments 'Trussianisni" has been slipped 
In as another bogey. These were merely tricks of 
the political debater and are understood as such. 
Of course it is conscription that the bill imposes and 
It is conscription that the people want. But there is 
nothing alarming about the term. It does not mean 
that men have to be compelled to Rcrvc their coun- 
try, but it means that the privilege of patriotic 
Service is distributed equally among the eligible. 
It means that the government may summon men 
to arms who can best be spared from industry and 
to exempt those with dependents and those engaged 
in occupations that also have nn important, part to 
play in the administration of nation defense to the 
highest point of efficiency. It will ho a great step 
towhrd the democratization of military service and 
It equips the government of the nation with the 
power to exert the country's full military strength 
against on enemy. 


Unfortunately this plan has been adopted at a late 


date. Had it been in operation three years ago and 
the country possessed of an army of n million or 
more trained and efficient fighting men, whether 
they were actually under anus or not, the United 
States would not have been forced to enter the war. 
It would have been an effective defense against mur- 
derous assaults upon our citizens in different parts 
of the world. 


But now we will use the selective draft and uni- 


versal service plan to mobilize the strength of the 
nation to eliminate the dangers that have arisen 
through past indifference and mistakes. 


In administering the law the government should 


be careful to keep tho door closed against all pos- 
sibility for abuse of the exemption idea. Efforts to 
escape service by summoning aid from social and 
political connections must not prosper if the law 
is to meet expectations. The whole subject, has been 
exhaustively debated. 'Congressmen have faltered 
and hesitated, fearing that their constituents fav- 
ored the volunteer system. They have learned that 
their constituents are for universal service and the 
action of Congress oil tho army bill has reflected 
in n fuller degree than any other act except the 
declaration of war the sentiment of the country. 
The commanding figure in Congress who did more 
than any other member to put to rout the opponents 
of universal service—who had the best of intentions, 
perhaps, but who were doing precisely what the 
enemy Avished—was .Representative Julius Kahn of 
California. 
Therefore this State has contributed 


n creditable part in refusing to permit the nation 
to struggle hopelessly along with the discredited 
volunteer svstcm. 


HELP MUST BE 
IMMEDIATE. 


A few daj-H ago THE TUIUU.NE pointed out in these 


columns (he importance of extending to the farmers 
the facilities to obtain seed and farming implements 
if the normal cultivated area is to1 be significantly 
increased during tt»c present year. It is therefore 
with special satisfaction that wo observe that tho 
matter has been considered by the college-of agri- 
culture of the State university. In a bulletin issued 
under date of April 1i\r the university inquires, 
"Wla'i'c is the additional money to be obtained?" 


In answering its own question, the university ob- 


serves that the persona) credit of farmers will enable 
many to borrow money from tho commercial banks, 
but this will "make a drain on the working capital 
of such banks which they cannot meet without out- 
side; aid." It had been assunted by some that the 
federal farm Joan bank at Berkeley would provide 
all necessary funds. But this institution has called 
attention to tho fact that it lends inouey only oil 
long terms (not less than five years) and has to 
make a careful examination of the securities before 
making a loan, which means, in brief, that the farm 
loan bank will not be able to do tho farmers any 
good during the present year. But, the college of 
agriculture emphasizes, the federal government 
may atid should assist the country's agricultural- 
ists. It can do this through the Federal Reserve 
bank. Says the bulletin: 


Section .13 of the Federal Reserve Act permits 


the reserve banks to discount notes, drafts and 
bills of exchange of thn country banks which are 
members of the Federal Reserve system, secured by 
staple- agricultural products. These notes, draffs 
or bills of exchange issued for agricultural pur- 
poses can run for six months, the amount to be 
limited by the Federal Reserve Board. 


Under this provision a bank in Fresno county 


which has loaned up to the limit of its capital cai 
take notes for loans already made to the Federal 


these 


can lend 


to farmers who are planting extra crops/ and can 
secure itself in making these loans by taking mort- 
gages on the crops and livestock of the cultivator. 


This ability to discount the paper of country 


banks would not be possible without the Federal 
Reserve system. But with it in operation country 
banks can count certainly on a considerable in- 
crease in the amount of money they can loan. 


Section 24 of the Federal Reserve Act provides 


that member banks may make loans secured by 
improved and unencumbered laud located within n 
radius of one hundred miles of the bank. These 
loans can be mode up to five years. This authority 
to lend on land and livestock and agricultural 
products will make it possible to turn loose a great 
deal of money from the" commercial banks. 


If the Federal Reserve bank is to be relied upon 


to render assistance or the government in.any other 
way is going to perform a substantial part in in- 
creasing the products of the soil, the movement 
should bfc started at once. The greatest need of the 
farmers in extending their acreage is seed. They 
have not kept any more seed for this year's plant- 
ing than was absolutely necessary, the high price of 
products absorbing all surpluses. In some cases- 
at present tho prospective farmer and gardener 
with adequate money cannot obtain seed for any 
price. In this connection the government can be 
of valuable assistance if it acts quickly enough. The 
University of California has indicated one practical 
method of assisting the farmers financially. But 
there are many cases where the government will 
have to provide seed, and the growing season^ will 
not wait on Secretary Houston's survey.

SPAIN UNEASY. 


The outcome of the recent government crisis in 


Spain does not give any assurance that that, country 
will be much longer able to maintain its attitude of 
strict neutrality. 
Each day it is becoming more 


and more convinced of the truth of President Wil- 
son's decision that neutrality in The present war 
is no longer possible. Spain has tried desperately 
hard to keep out of the war, entrance into which 
•would cause expenditures she is 311 prepared to bear 
and which promises to be followed by internal dis- 
turbances directed at the integrity of the monarchy. 


Count Romanoncs, the rctirod premier, a few days 


before the resignation of his cabinet, told the king 
that it was his conviction that Spanish interests 
cannot be maintained if the present policy is con- 
tinned. 
The ex-premier had in mind the sinking 


of the Fulgencio nnd the Tom by German sub- 
marines, and also the growing resentment among 
all Spanish-American states over the ruthless disre- 
gard of neutral rights. 


Count Romanoues is a leader of the pro-ally sen- 


timent in Spain, and it was thought that the ap- 
pointment of a. new cabinet might result in a new 
pronouncement of Sp.anish sentiment. But the new 
premier has on the contrary officially announced 
hiti endorsement of the 'attitude of his predecessor. 
The situation in Spain is so critical 'nnd the danger 
of that nation losing prestige in the eyes of the

A PHASE OF PAN-GERMANISM. 


News from South America comes in fitful doses, 


but it: clearly indicates that a condition of unrest 
prevails in southern Brazil, in Uruguay, Argentina 
and Chile. A. German revolt against the Brazilian 
government in the State of Sao Paulo is reported 
and anti-government manifestations have been noted 
in other countries. 


This general antagonism to the ^governments un- 


der whoso jurisdiction they live exhibited by Ger- 
mans is part of a scheme conceived in tho minds of 
German junkers, of which the plan to incite Mexico 
to war against the United States is a familiar epi- 
sode. This policy contemplated the sowing of the 
seeds of opposition, sedition and revolt in every 
country of the world, which might be made to spring 
into full flower whenever the Berlin government 
willed. 


This is Pan-Germanism. Dr. Zimmermann and 


his colleagues call it "war." 


*I>ut how they slander war! What a malicious, 


contemptible lie they utter in the name of war! The 
most brutal conception of war prior to the exposure 
of Teutonic wantonness did not include conspira- 
cies to destroy the authority of friendly States and 
to plunge them into disorder without cause. 


It is not war. It is a Pan-German crime. For 


the sake of the people of Germanic origin who have 
planted their homes in various parts of the world 
let iis fervently hope this foolish sin of power-mad 
autocrats will rest as lightly as possible on future 
generations. Let us hope that everywhere they will 
give substantial evidpnce that they are not subject 
to instruction to conspire against the peace of the 
government that shelters them.

Through their command 
of the sea they could secure every- 
thing needed, while 
the Russians 


could bring up their supplies only 
across the barren steppes, 
-whose 


highways -were marked at errery etep 
by the dead, ana the dying, both, man 
and beast. 


"The 
novels of Tolstoy gtve a 


graphic picture of the Crimean war 
from the Russian viewpoint—depict- 
ing the miseries of ther march, the 
anguish of the Ufa la the casemates, 
and the nerve-destroying ordeal 
o£ 


manning the lines under 
shellflre, 


thare to await the night attack that 
might or might not come. It -was in 
this war that Florence Nightingale 
rendered services as a nurse that made 
her name a synonym of ministering 
angel on the world's battlefields. Then 
men knew nothing of the cause of 
cholera and such diseases, nnd the 
soldiers died like flies. 


"It Is estimated that 50,000 'British 


soldiers lie buried in the cemetery 
outside of Sevastopol. Before 
the 


present war this vast city of the dead 
was watched over by a German -who 
could speak no English, but who was 
proud of hla privilege of guarding tho 
ashes of those who fell at Balaklava 
and Inkerman. 


"Whon_Stephen Graham visted the 


cemetery the old keeper told him they 
had thirty-five varieties of oleander in 
the cemetery; 


"The Imperial Large Palace, 
to 


which the dethroned monarch was to 
retire, Is situated at Llvadia, sur- 
rounded -by a magnificent park. It is 
of recent construction and was com- 
pleted only six years ago.

As reorganized for the war with 


Germany, an Infantry division of the 
United States army will number 65 
per cent more men than a division of 
the German army as now constituted. 
Tho enemy's divisions are made up of 
17,000 men and 4000 horses; the new 
United States division at maximum 
strength will be composed of 28,235 
men, 
6S34 horses and 4875 mules.

the enormous cost of its equipment.

TO FIGHT WOLVES 


BERLIN, April 28.—During the bit- 


ter cold weather which paralyzed all 
operation on the eastern front before 
the spring thaw set In, large packs of 
hungry wolves often 
menaced 
tho 


Austro-German and Russian troops. 
More than one soldier was devoured. 


Wild with hunger, the wolves came 


out of the endless forests of Lithuania, 
Volhynia and tho Carpathian moun- 
tains this winter in herds, which some- 
times numbered a hundred or more. 
The soldiers on both sides organized 
regular wolf-hunting 
expeditions In 
which machine guns were sometifhes 
employed. 


In the course of an

between German and Russian recon- 
nolterlng detachments east of Earano- 
witchi, according to a story told here 
today, a pack of about sixty wolves 
emerged from a nearby wood and ap- 
proached the battleground. The skir- 
mishing soldiers stopped their fight 
and. jointly turned against tho new 
enemy.

of two thicknesses, between which water 
flows constantly. The water .enters by 
means of a perforated brass tube which 
encircles the neck between the two thick- 
nesses of canvas and flows down Between 
the layers through the arms and legs, 
finding exits at tho finger tips and around 
the soles of the feet. 


"Water flowing only between the two 


thicknesses of canvas wculd not offer 
complete protection to the wearer. To 
keep him cool and comfortable while 
standing in the hottest fire, two brass 
perforated tubes encircle a helmet and 
give him a constant shower bath from 
the outside as well as within the folds 
of the uniform. This not only keeps him 
from becoming overheated, but also ex- 
tinguishes the fire around him.

Where are you going Tuesday? That's 


tho question of the day along Oakland's 
automobile row, where tho enthusiastic 
nlmrods are getting their trout fishing 
equipment in readiness for the opening 
day of tho 1017 trout season—Tuesday, 
May 1. 


It will be some day, according to all 


indications. The roads are- good in every 
-direction. 
The streams are right and 


bountifully stocked with trout The sea- 
eon promises to be the best yet for fly- 
casting and preparations for tho opening 
day are going on apace among the motor- 
ists. Formerly the trout season had but 
little significance to the busy man' about 
town and but little thought was given 
to the sport until the summer vacation 
trip was started. Nowadays, with the 
ewlft-niovlng motor car and the well- 
paved highways radiating In every direc- 
tion throughout California and with the 
etreams "well stocked with trout by the 
Fish and Garni; Commission, It Is both 
practical of accomplishment and pleas- 
. ant in purpose for the motorists to sneak 
away for anywhere from a few hours to 
a few days and return home again with 
hut little effort and a,-Tvell--fiUed basket 
of trout. 


Due to the interest shown in the open- 


Ing day of trout season. The TRIBUNE 
has secured the following data relative 
to the streams convenient to Oakland. 
Many people, principally motorists, are 


asking where to go for the best fishing 
when the season opens. "Which are the 
best streams? How do you get thero? 
Are the_roads opened? What bait shall I 
use? Can 1 go and get back the same 
clay?. /And many other questions almost 
top.-numerous to remember.

and picnic grounds, 'the first thing to 
attend to is the fishing license. 


, To/Insure the keenest sport, use flies 


•><ifflr, bait. . Salmon eggs or other flesh bait 
'/is s'eopnd choice. Should you catch any 


fish less than five Inches long take them 
off the hook (always with your hand wet) 
and drop them in' the stream again. If 
you are careful the fish will be ail right 
after :he is In- the water for a while. 


As to the streams themselves and roads 


to get there, this can best be learned by 
looking on tho special map designating 
the streams and roads. 
i 
Beginning In San Francisco and San 


Tilnteo coxmties and following the high- 
way to Colma, from there taking the 
Ocean Shore boulevard, the first stop 
can be made at San Pedro creek. This 
creek goes into the ocean through San 
Pedro valley to San Pedro Point, having 


. Its headwaters and many tributaries on 
Peak mountain and Spring Valley nidge 


• in the Coast Range. This creek can be 


followed by road nearly to its headwaters 
•and is fed with 25,000 Steelhead trout. 


The next stream, San Vicente creek, Is 
a shorter stream with road following It 
nearly all the way, running down the 


• south slope of Peak mountain and enter- 


ing the ocean near Seal Cov.e. About 
7500 Steelhead trout were fed in this 
creek. 


Denniston creek, crossing the Ocean 


Shore road a few miles beyond San Vi- 
cente and entering the northern end of 
SHalfmoon bay near Pillar Point, is also 
accessible by road nearly to the head- 
waters in the Montara mountains. There 
was something like 8000 Steelhead trout 
dumped Into the stream by the govern- 
ment hatcheries and affords good fish- 
ing grounds. 


Frenchman creek, entering the ocean a. 


few. miles north of the town of Halfmqon 
Bay, 'is another attractive creek 
ifor 


motorists and fishermen. The government 
contributed 25,000 steelliead to this stream 
with headwaters at the Montara moun- 
tains near Scarper Peak. 


Pllarcitos, the next creek, following the 


road down the valley and emptying Into 
the ocean near the town of Hnlfmoon Bay, 
has its headwaters in the lake of the 
same name belonging to the Spring Val- 
ley, Is another popular and attractive 
stream. 
Some people call it Hlgglns 


creek. 
Twenty-five thousand Steelhead 


will make this a desirable fishing brook 
flf one learns the road a ways and follows 
It up stream. 


Of Purlsslma creek little can be said, 


' except it being one of tho best-known 


and most popular creeks along tho ocean 


. shore, running and entering the ocean 


just three miles south of Halfmoon near 
the villa of the same name. Thirty-seven 
thousand five hundred rainbow trout ha.vc 
been run into the creek. 


Lxibitos creek, with 5000 additional steel- 


head fed into the stream, offers an in- 
ductment to anglers and flows Into tho 
ocean about a mile below Purisaima, A 
short road leads to this stream, but to

Just below Ix>bKos, near Tiinltas Glen, 


Is the creek of the same name (Tunltos), 
which has a road following; Its banks for 
nearly the full length of the stream, and 
offers no end of shady spots for good 
fishing. Thirty-two thousand five hun- 
dred Steelhead trout iras.the contribution 
made to'this mountain freshet. 


SEUI Gresorlo creek, on the beaten path 


of the motorist, •with its mouth empty- 
ing into the ocean at San Gregorlo, ia 
really made up of the Alpine, running to 
the right, and La Honda to tho left, abo\>t 
flv.o milea back of San Gregorlo, offers 
a treat to the fisherman because of Its 
shady nooks and deep pools, and Is the 
mecca of more anglers than any stream 
noar Oakland. But for that good reason 
Is not popular with the expert, except 
near the headwaters. 
Good roads run 
along both streams for miles. These two 
streams have been fed 22,500 steelliead 
and 15,000 rainbow trout, which shows 
the esteem held by the government. Up 
near the junction of the two creeks on 
the La Honda, road, with' a road that 
turns In diredjly south from the Alpine, 
then to the 4!sht or west, is the Jones 
Gulch branch of the stream. Tills stream, 
because of Its privacy, is a, good fishing" 
hole, and has been well fed -with about 
£000 additional steelliead. 
Pescadero creek, running1 through the 


town of that name, and well known to 
the motorist, has a road lining its banks 
for miles and runs Into Jones Gulch, con- 
necting 'with the Alpine and La. Honda, 
on the north side, while on the south the 
creek follows the eastern slope o£ the 
Biitano Ridge. Running through private 
property on this side. It Is necessary.1 to 
pet fishing privileges from the owners. 
In • fact. In rmosr cases near the' heojd- 
waters of the creeks it Is necessary to' 
secure permits. 
Passing" Pescadero going south you 
como to the Butano creek, then In order 
Gazos creek, AVhitehouse creek, East and 
West "Waddell creeks, Mill creek and Scott 
creek, all of them accessible from the 
road- and Ideal spots for the fisherman 
who wants real fish, and filled with 
Steelhead and rainbow trout, averaging 
from 7000 to 12,500 trout to each stream 
by the Brookdale Hatchery. 


On tho Big Trees road you touch the 


San Lorenzo river for miles, with many 
Email creeks on every side. Ben Lomond 
is another great rendezvous for trout 
fishermen. 
Near-by Is Brookdale, neat 


which is located the Trout Hatcheries. 
Boulder creek Is another popular locality 
with a State-wide reputation for fish. On 
all these places you can have your fish- 
Ing and return home In a day, but It. in 
better to leave the night before if you 
wish to havo ample time near th% San 
Lorenzo river and tributaries. 


If one wishes to leave for the streams 
near Mount Hamilton It is best to take 
the State highway to San Jose, either at 
nlfjht or early morning, about three hours' 
run from Oakland. Leaving the road duo 
east toward the mountain and passing 
through Hall's valley, you meet Smith's 
creek, near the biff hotel. -Leaving the 
road, you can follow this stream to the 
right or keep on the road and follow it 
north, keeping on the left until yoi. strike 
Isabel creek.
